Reseal Program 
For Surplus Grain 


WASHINGTON W -T h e Agricul­ 
ture Department said today it will 
offer to extend ‘‘reseal” programs 
under which farm ers store their 
own 
surplus grain to 1957-crop 
grain sorghums. 
The departm ent added it also 
will offer to permit extension for 
another year of price support loans 
on 1956-crop farm-stored barley and 
oats now undej reseal. 
Normally 
when price support 
loans mature at the end of a m ar­ 
keting season, farm ers deliver the 
surplus crop to the government. 
When the crop stored on the farm 
is resealed, the support loan is ex­ 
tended and the government pays 
the 
farm er storage charges for 
holding the commodity. 
The department said state agri­ 
cultural 
stabilization 
committees 
will determine whether the new 
authority for grain sorghums, bar­ 
ley and oats should be used in 
their states.
